The Nemesjs 
of the North, more savage than 
Goth or Vandsl, mounting the swift gales 
of a Russian winter, had carrid death. des- 
olation and ruin to the very gates of Paris. 
Wellington fought at Waterloo, a bleeding 
and broke pation-—a nation electrified, it 
ia true, to almost supeshujjan erprzy, b 
the genius of Napoleon; but a nation pros- 
trate and bleeding, nevertheless. Com- 
dare this, my friends, the condition of 
France and the condition of the United 
States, in the freshness of her strength, in 
the laxuirance of ber fesources, in the 
lusty-hood of ber gigantic youth, and tel! 
me where belongs the chapilet of military 
superiority with Lee or with Mariborough 
or Wellington’ Even that greatest of 
Captains. in bis Italian campaigns, flash- 
ing his fame, in lightning splendor.over the 
world,even Bonaparte met and crushed in 
battle but three or four, [ think, Anstriap 
armies; while our Lee, with one army, bad- 
ly equipped. and in time incredibly short, 
met aay hurled back, in broken and sbat- 
tered fragmenjs, ve alppirably prepared 
and moat magailicentiy appointed inva- 
sions. Yea, more, he discrowned, jn rapid 
succession, one after another, of the United 
states’ most accomplished and admirable 
commanders. 


Lee was never really begter. Lee 
eould not be beaten! Overpowered, foil- 
ed in bis efforts he might be, but never de- 
feated until the props which supported 
him gave way.. Never until the platform 
sank GZeneath him, did any enemy ever 
dare pursue. (n that post melancholy of 
pages, the downfall of the Confegerayy, np 
Leipsic. no Waterloo,no Sedan can ever be 
recorded. 

Gen. Lee is known tothe world only as 8 
military man, butit is easy to divine from 
his higtery bow mindful of a)! just authort- 
ty. how observant gi all constitutional re- 
atrictions would haye been hia eareer as a 
civilian. When near the conclusion of the 
war, darkness was thickening about the 
falling fortunes of the Confederacy; when 
ita very life was in the sword of Lee, it was 
my proud privilege to note. with aspecial 
odubration, the modest demeanor, the man- 
ly decorum. and the respectful homage 
which marked all bis intercourse with 
the cenetityte¢d authorities of his 
country. Clothed with aii power, pe hid 
ita every symbol behind a genial modesty 
and retused to exert it save In obedience 
to law. And even in bis triumphant 
entry into the territory of the enemy. so 
regardful was be of civilized warfare that 
the observance of his general orders as to 
private property and private rigths left 
the line of his mareh marked and marred by 
no deyastated fields,charred (cheers) rains 
or desolated DO ey. 


But it ie in his private character,or rather, | 
should say, his personal emotions and vir- 
tues which bis countrymen will most de- 
light to conside; and dwell upon. His mag- 
nanimity, transcending all Listoric prece- 
dents, seemed to form a new chapter in the 
book of humanity. Witness that letter to 
Jackeon, after bis weunds at Chanceliors- 
ville, in which he said «I am praying for 
you with more fervor than 1 ever 
prayed for myself;” and that other.

inflicted upon my own body,” or that of
